not only been lawless, but huy been in- 
human and merciless In currying ont 
Uu business plans. It was lawless In 
refusing to submit the case to tin? rcK- 
ulurly coustituted legal authorities of 
the state-the slate board of arbitra- 
tion—repeating the trite 
saying of 


George -M. Pullman, Unit there was 
nothing to arbitrate. So far as I could 
learn there was no disorder in the city. 
The cars wore" ''running alouj,' 
the 


streets, carrying but few passengers 
nnd indicating tlint the boycott is still 
pretty well in force, 


111 my address at the strikers' picnic 


1 said: "I du not believe in war at all. 
1 do not Itelievc that auy goud thins 
was ever obtained through war that 
could not have been better obtained 
by methods of peace. 
I do not be- 


lieve that any good was ever accom- 
plished by punishment tbat could uot 
have been 
better accomplished 
by 


love; bnt 
11 if people who <lo believe 


in the war that our conn try is now 
carrying1 on with respect to the I'hilip- 
pineH—ull of these people," I said.

Tills prerU philosopher qniekly 
proposed a solution of the question iu 
theae memorable words, "if tlie cat- 
tug of meat cause my brother to of- 
fend. 1 will eat no more men I while 
the worlil stands." 
la it not barely 


possible that there is a conception of 
patriotism In Cleveland, in Ohio*, !u 
thcse United States today tbat is say- 
ing, "If tho running of street cars 
makes necessary the dehumanizing of 
my fellow men, macros nece.ssury (lie 
degradation OL' America n citizens to 
the level of serfs and below, then 1 
will not ride on tbe street cars while 
these conditions remain, while men 
who operate sheet cars are forced to 
be something less than men, less than, 
human'.'" 


I have a right to say that I will net 


ride on cars whore my foliov-* meu are 
thus outraged—nay, more, 1 have a 
right to ask my brother useii tliat they 
•withhold their patronage and place 
tlie seal of their condemnation upon 
organized wrong of tuis kind against 
American citi/.euship. 


And is it not probable that we art- 


oil the eve of the nc\v tune when this 
new patriotism is to take such deep

I believe this is the meaning and the 


lesion of the boycott. 


Of course, such a. weapon as the 


boycott would not be usrd in an ideitl 
society, because tho necessity for it 
Vr'ouM Tint exist. 
It is not a pleasant 


mnaiis of persuasion, but it '.s gentle 
aud humane compared with the meth- 
ods of some of the great trusts. 


The primary object* for which work- 


ingmen combine are self protcclion and 
brotherhood. They do not wish to strike 
or make \vnr upon society. 


Those who would mulcrsland the sub- 


jects and spirit of labor omiMiv.atlons 
shouhl
